Metals Required 
In Farm Machines 

One of the arguments for conser¬ 
vation is the needs of metals for all 
musehold or farm equipment. Waste 
bese and the supply gets shorter, 
ullage them and the supply is leas 
kely t - be exhausted., 

Fmfi the farmers’ standpoint the 
-tost important metals are iron and 
steel, aluminum, copper, nickel, tin 
in 1 zinc. There is a scarcity of alHof 
le e metals and anything the farniei 
an do to save or conserve these met- 
fls will lie to the common good. 

Next to iron and steel, zinc is the 
most used metal on th'e farm. It is 
used in galvanized fencing, pails, etr¬ 
im! its shortage win require that the 
steel lie painted instead of galvanized. 
Nickel is used to give strength and 
toughness to steel. It goes into milk¬ 
ing machines, etc. Chronium may be 
used as a substitute for nickei. 


Inoculation in 
Dist. Health Unit 

Calgary Isolation Hospital re¬ 
quires Mun. guarantee before 
accepting patients. 

Included amongst matters which 
came up at the last meeting of the 
F’oothills Health Unit Board, were a 
new regulation of the Calgary Isola¬ 
tion Hospital, dental services in the 
unit, the progress of the inoculation 
campaign, and a talk by Dr. Bow on 
goitre and vitamins. The «>u*vstion of 
bonus on salary for certain members 
of the staff was also discussed. In the 
absence of Dr. W. C. McNichol, S. H. 
F’ox presided as chairman. 

A letter from the Calgary Isolation 
hospital advised that in future pa¬ 
tients will be denied access to the 
hospital unless charges are guaran¬ 
teed in writing by proper authorities 
of the municipality from whence they 
came. It was suggested at the meeti¬ 
ng that this matter be discussed by 
board members with the members of 
tl eir lespective councils, and the coun¬ 
cils be asked to state what position 
they take from time to time. 

Dental Treat ment 

Dr. Somerville reported oil the den¬ 
tal service arranged through the dis¬ 
trict, stating that there are a number 
of cards issued to pupils outstanding 
and unlikely to be presented. In his 
opinion the cost of the dental service 
will come well within the $500 allotted 
For that purpose. He believed tho 
iiealth of the children receiving this 
service^had been improved and sug¬ 
gested that it would be possible to 
continue the service and to include an¬ 
other grade. It was proposed that 
Grade V be included, and it was car¬ 
ried that the service be continued. 

Inoculation Campaign 
Dr. Somerville then dealt with the 
noculation campaign, explaining that 
this service takes approximately 150 
days each time, the children in the 
various schools receiving the service 
w'hich comes up once in three or four 
years. Principal inoculations are for 
diphtheria and smallpox lasting for 
several years. The method actually 
developed is to give the person treat¬ 
ed a mild reaction, which furnishes 
the natural immunity. Dr. Somerville 
in speaking of the different reaction 
of toxins, said that 3500 inoculations 
had been done, including 3 or 4 for 
some pupils. This had been done since 
school opened. No unfortunate, reac¬ 
tions had resulted. It was suggested 
that members of the boara anil others 
interested might help in convincing 
the public that the risk of after-effects 
■s very small if inoculations are prop¬ 
erly done. A few cases had been re¬ 
ported as reactions to inoculation but 
were investigated anil all were found 
to be due to some other cause. 

Control of Goitre 

Dr. Bow, Deputy Minister of Health 
on hist.aildress referred to control of 
goitre. Stating that in this health 
area a comparatively small amount of 
goitre had been found, he said that 
in some districts from 10 to 15% of 
the children had shown indications, 
and w here possible iodine tablets had 
iieen provided. The doctor referred 
at some length to the growing use of 
cod liver oil tablets for school child- 
ien, instancing northern areas where 
there may be found a distinct lack of 
Vitamin D in the usual diet. During 
the winter monfhs the benefits of the 
sun’s rays is very much lacking. 

In some districts distribution of cod 
liver oil tablets has been arranged for 
school children by school districts or 
other organizations able to finance 
this expenditure. ’ In some areas 
chool districts put on entertainments 
and follow other methods to raise 
money for this purpose. There are 
I>eople who suggest that this is mere¬ 
ly another fad, but the doctor pointed 
out that use of cod liver oil is now on 
a definite scientific basis. In past years 
livestock have been better fed than 
human beings, from point of view of 
vitamins and important food ele¬ 
ments. Undernourished children de- 
finitely show lack of vitamins, so im¬ 
portant in development and health. 
Dr. Bow felt that there should be more 
public information in connection with 
these important features of benefit to 
public health.

The secretary read correspondence 
relative to the increased salary grant¬ 
ed J. C. Mooney, sanitary inspector, 
end th- ac ti on of the ewee u tivc in in¬ 
creasing his salary to $140 was ap- * 
proved l.y the board. 

Dr. Somerville spoke of the ap¬ 
pointment of Mias Jean Clark who is 
in charge of service; at Turner Valley 
and is proving very satisfactory. Sub¬ 
ject to the approval of the hoard. Miss 
Wheeler has been engaged as sucees- 
>or to Miss Ross who resigned last 
spring. The board approved the ac¬ 
tion of the executive.

It 
will be recalled that early in the war 
the cry was: “We shall have a demo¬ 
cratic army . •. . officers and men will 
wear the same kind of battle dress.” 
Hut gradually, that broke down. First 
came' officers’ serge, tailor-made.

Browne belts, fancy caps, facings for 
“pips” and all the doo-dads that set 
them off as officers. Democracy got a 
jolt! 

You remember the scareheads last 
spring: “Men Urgently Needed” and 
when response flagged, the 4 months 
conscripts were sneered and shamed 
into “going active,” the most shabby 
trick of any government in Canada 
since Confederation. Then we had the 
Prime- Minister, of all men, saying, 
‘If you don’t join up you will bear the 
shame of your failure all your lives,'’ 
or words to that effect. (See Hansard 
Nov. 11, 1941, page 4602). 

Then came the galloping Paul Re¬ 
veres with messages to Mayor on 
Town Hall steps ... a stampede at¬ 
tempt. Next we had “Civilian Com¬ 
mittees” called to Military Headquar¬ 
ters to look at blue-prints of recruit¬ 
ing and hear pep talks. That failed. 
Then came the Christmas bribery. 
“Every soldier who can "snaffle” an 
“active” recruit can have 4 days’ ex¬ 
tra leave’ ’.". one of the lowest pieces 
of effontery and insult ever conceived. 
Now we have this new “best suit” 
stunt, with its sex appeal and its ac¬

designed to attract those who have not 
so far joined up. 


Conscriotion — Referendum

fTIHERE is a great volume of opinion across Canada, 
vocally condemning Prime Minister King for pr.i- 
sen ting the question of conscription for overseas’ ser¬ 
vice in the form of a referendum to the people. Chief 
arguments involved in ttys attack on’Mr. ^Cing are a 
threat to national unity, delay and cost, distraction from 
the main task at hand, and the very injurious effect if 
the vote for conscription should not carry. All these are 
important arguments, though the referendum bears 
some similarity to the war-time election of 1917, which 
was on the one issue of conscription. 

Certainly a referendum seems unnecessary, so^far as 
this part of Canada is concerned. Election promises of 
this nature are of minor consequence in a world con¬ 
sumed with war; a war which is imperilling Canada’s 
own Pacific coast. There has been conscription for home 
service, and by methods which can scarcely be defended 
on any ethical ground. Young lads entering their four 
month’s military training, in good faith were literally 
shanghaied for duration in home defence. As the war 
spreads, and may continue to spread, home service can 
no longer be regarded a5 a minor matter. Conscription 
for overseas’ service is only a step farther, and for some 
time past, people of the west at least, have been coming 
to accept this as a natural development. . There would 
have been more point to a referendum on the question of 
conscription for overseas, if methods previously adopted 
had been honestly voluntary. But they have not. 

Neither is it likely that a referendum will settle all 
the multitudinous opinions that are enbroiling’Canada. 
There are those who believe that all the resources of the 
country in money, industry, property and manpower 
should be drafted. Are they going to be satisfied if the 
question is only on manpower? 'J’here are those who be¬ 
lieve that all income and wages in wav time should be 
scaled from the basic pay of the man subjected to great¬ 
est danger, the common soldier. Will the referendum 
touch on this? There is a great body of opinion strongly 
convinced that the question of munitions and equipment 
transcends that of manpower, and that no Canadian 
youth should leave our shores without full mechaniza¬ 
tion to support and protect, him on equal terms with the 
enemy. 

The Canadian people are ready and eager to get on

referendum, were given instead to speeding national 
•elective service, a general voice of approval would 
drown the present criticisms. National selective service. 
Intelligently exercised, would strike tin honest balance 
amongst men for the armed forces, men in war indus¬ 
tries, in other necessary industries, and in agricultural 
production. These services must be co-ordinated in 
stead of competitive. It would be folly suddenly to draft 
a huge army for wihich there were neither uniforms, nor 
instruments of training, nor equipment for actual ser¬ 
vice. 

Canadian people ask only that they be called to the 
task for which they are fitted, whether in factory, army 
or farm, which will best serve the country in maximum 
war effort. They ask only that the principle of selec¬ 
tion be carried out fearlessly, decisively, anil without 
suspicion of favoritism. Then all will feel they are do¬ 
ing their part under authority of the government. 


It never happened before, not that we know of anyway. 
If anyone knows of an instance where, during a war, the 
people were asked to say whether they would agree to 
making military service compulsory we should be glad to 
learn of it. Into the mouth of the King’s representative 
were put the words that “at this time of gravest crisis in 
the world’s history” his ministers sought release from for¬ 
mer comm.tments about military service. This cannot pos¬ 
sibly be the time of gravest crisis in the world’s history, 
,else why are we asked to go to the expense and delay of 
having a plebiscite on a matter upon which the government 
does not need even the support of the Opposition for that 
is already guaranteed?

HHHE United Farmers of Alberta and the Alberta 
branch of the United Farmers of Canada, found 
little difficulty in agreeing on main principles for amal¬ 
gamation, but there has been a cleavage on the name by 
which the united body would be called. The U.F.A. 
wanted the U.F.C. to come in under the U.F.A. banner. 
The UF.C. stood out for another name to embrace both 
groups. Several proposals were made, the best of which 
seems to have been “The Alberta Farmers' Union.” 

The reluctance with which the U.F.A. contemplated 
tosa of identity, can be readily appreciated, particularly 
in this part of the province where the organization has 
pioneered in farm rights, and has had a record of com¬ 
mendable leadership. The governmental history of the 
U.F.A. was also distinguished for much progressive leg¬ 
islation. Doubtless the U.F.C. has also traditions and 
accomplishments equally prized. Only those who have 
fought for objectives, have canvassed for membership, 
and have built up effective organization under some spe¬ 
cific name, realize the sacrifice involved in dropping that 
name. . 

In the case of the U.F.A. there is the additional com¬ 
plication of provincial incorporation under that nanm 
and also the fact that the organization owns consider¬ 
able property in co-operatives, etc. It is pointed out 
that it is impossible to act instantly in changing the 
name under which it was incorporated, and that locals 
must be consulted before U.F.A. property can lx 
"pooled" with another group. The U.F.C. has no si r i 
complications in its setup and could become "Albeit.i 
Farmers’ Union” in quick action. 

When it looked as if the amalgamation had struck an 
impossible snag someone said: “Well, there’s surely n 
crime in having two farm organizations in Alberta." No. 
certainly no crime, but perhaps a minimizing of effec¬ 
tiveness. It would be more formidable in representa¬ 
tions at Ottawa for one large, solid group to represent 
the Alberta farm case, than for,two separate, smaller 
groups to Apeak for the province. If there are barriers 
in provincial union and united action, there are infinite¬ 
ly greater difficulties in a solid amalgamation through¬ 
out Canada, where types of agricultural production are 
•o greatly diversified. “In union there is strength" and 


Now what’s going to happen? Where shall we be if the 
electors, as they well may, after the tuition they have re¬ 
ceived from three political leaders, decide not to release 
the committed government ?

Although old taxes uncollected still 
hear heavily on the district, the an- 
ual financial statement shows collec¬ 
tions to have ifeen well maintained 
and small reductions were made in 
various indebtedness from the past.. 

The current municipal levy was $23 
204. Collections under this head in 
941 wee $23,377. Current levy under 
social service was $7,347, and under 
tl is 1 eading $11,671 was paid in 1941. 
All school requisitions were paid in 
1941 and there was a substantial re¬ 
duction in uncollected school tax. 

Municipal administration has been 
kept well in hand at Marquis with a 
substantial saving in council fees (be¬ 
low the 1939 statement) and other

tbout $600 has been saved in adminis¬ 
tration. 

Public works expenditure does not 
ya j-y gre atly from year to year.

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97,000 Enlist 
From Prairies 

More than 64,000 prairie men have 
enlisted with the Canadian army since 
the begining of the war. This was re¬ 
vealed in Commons in a report tabled 
by Defence Minister Ralston. 

In Manitoba, there were 23,916 en¬ 
listments. In Saskatchewan 18,021 
enlistments. And in Alberta 22,372 
enlistments. 

A total of 5,217 men from the three 
Western provinces enlisted in the Can¬ 
adian navy. And 28,078 joined up 
with the Royal Canadian. Air Force. 

Ontario led Canada in the number 
of en.istments. Since the beginning of 
the war 102,246 Ontario men have en¬ 
listed for services with the army, 
navy and air force. 

Figqres given for the army, navy 
and air force in the period from Sept. 
1939, to Oct. 1941, totalled 393,717. 

Enlistment of officers and rating in 
the navy numbered 26,750 and weie 
divided: Prince Edward Island, 707; 
Nova Scotia 3489; New Brunswick,. 
'978; Quebec 4077; Ontario 8675; Man¬ 
itoba 1747; Saskatchewan 1471; Al¬ 
berta 1909, and British Columbia 3697. 

Army figures which totalled 277,- 
767 were given by district. Military 
district No. 1, 20,946; No. 2, 52,911; 
No. 3, 28,389; No. 4, 34,616; No. 5, 
12 940; No. 6, 23,030; No. 7, 16,126; 
No. 10, 23,915; No. 11, 24,501; No. 12, 
18,021; No. 13, 22,372. 

The 89,200 members of the Royal 
Canadian’Air Force w ho enlisted dur¬ 
ing that period, including 236 mem¬ 
bers of the Canadian Women’s Aux¬ 
iliary Air Force, were divided: 

British Columbia, 8141; Alberta, 
8395; Saskatchewan, 45; Manitoba, 
10,238; Ontario, 36,277; Quebec, 9632; 
New Brunswick, 3298; Nova Scotia, 
2962 and Prince Edward Island, 812. 


“Debt Protection 
Farm Essential” 

Pres. Robt. Gardiner of U.F. 

A., Says Under Present Con¬ 
ditions. Farms Produce For 
Less Than Cost;' Must be 
Protected 

Robert Gardiner, president of the 
U.F.A., in his opening report at the 
U.F.A. convention said that until far¬ 
mers organised in sufficient numbers 
for their protection, agriculture would 
continue to be the forgotten industry. 

Commenting on protective legisla-- 
tion, such as the Alberta Debt Adjust¬ 
ment Act. he said that something of 
this nature was imperative when far¬ 
mers are producing much of their pro¬ 
ducts at a loss. If the privy counc 1 
upholds the Supreme Court ruling, he 
■aid it might be necessary to re-enact 
the protective legislation as it stood 
prior to the present government en¬ 
actments. 

Referring to the shortage of farm 
help, Mr. Gardiner warned that with¬ 
out experienced help, farm production 
was to be kept up, then the farmer 
must receive high prices for his pro¬ 
ducts to enable him to pay higher 
wages. 

Mr. Gardiner declared that he had 
an abiding faith that “the only way 
by which the farmer can secure jus¬ 
tice is by receiving the cost of pro¬ 
duction for all that he produces.” 

Membership Up 

The U.F.A. membership has reached 
its highest point in seven years, ac¬ 
cording to the convention reports. It 
s now 11,237. There were 64 new r lo- 
a's organized in 1911, to make a total 
of 479 U.F.A. locals, 119 U.F.W.A. 
and 75 junior locals.
